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GETTING THE MOST OUT OF 
OUR MEAT SUPPLY 



Pointing out that while our meat supply is the greatest in 
history, the Food Requirements Committee of the WPB has de- 
termined it will not be enough to meet the needs of our armed 
forces both at home and abroad, plus the needs of our fighting 
allies, plus the total civilian demands. Accordingly, deliveries 
from packers to civilian outlets were restricted as of October I, 
1942, in anticipation of rationing at a later date. In the mean- 
time, citizens are asked voluntarily to share the meat so that all 
citizens will be able to get their fair portion. 

It has been estimated that the fair share of meat for each 
able-bodied person over 12 years of age is 2 [ ii pounds per per- 
son per week (for each child under 6, \ pound per week, and 
for each child 6 to 12, I '.'? pounds per week is allowed). Th 
includes all meals eaten at home, in somebody else's home, or in 
a restaurant. 

Meat to be shared includes all retail cuts from pork, beef, 
veal, lamb, and mutton carcasses, sausage, and canned meats 
made from these limited meats. It is figured "bone in" and "fat 
on." This program is not one that calls on everyone to cut the 
use of meat. It calls for reduction only by those who have been 
accustomed to eating more than 2'j pounds per person per 
week. No one expects families who are now consuming below 
that amount to cut their Consumption. 

The State Council of Defense urges all residents to cooper- 
ate fully in the voluntary share the meat campaign for three ex- 
cellent reasons: 

1. It is patriotic to share. Our fighting men must have 
meat; they come first. 

2. It is fair to share. Unless people who can go early to 
the store and the public dining place hold down their purchase, 
those who come late in the day or the meal period will find no 
meat. It is fair for all to share and share alike. 

3. It is wise to share. By limiting our consumption of meat 
now we can be sure that we will have an adequate supply of 
meat to last us throughout the ysar. 

As the war effort gets greater, the American housewife is 
urged again and again to call on her ingenuity and cooperation. 
In the share the meat campaign, she must learn to get the most 
from the meat she buys; learn to stretch meat flavor; be open- 
minded about different cuts of meat; use more of the meats not 
included in the sharing program such as kidney, tongue, sweet- 
breads, Irver or brains, the tails and feet; use the unrestricted 
fish and poultry.

As lighting ships go, the Lexington 
was an old-timer. She was first built as a 
battle cruiser and launched in 192 5. She 
had none of the comforts of later carriers, 
cruisers and battleships. Buc compared to 
fighting ships of the old days, she was 
luxurious beyond imagining. 

Gone are the days when all the food 
wis cooked in one huge galley. In the Lex- 
ington there were modern cafeterias in 
each section of the ship. Food was plenti- 
ful and varied. One of the showplaces was 
the modern h.ikerv, with electric ovens, dough-miners and cake-bakers. 
Must oi the bakers had stations on anti-aircraft guns, and on the day 
tiie Lexington met her end, the bakers got their day's bread into the 
mens, then r.m to their gun posts. When they knew the bread wa» 
J. .ne. ihc\ telephoned the electricians and had the power , to the ovens

When the Lexington was in flames and the order given to aban- 
don ship, there was no panic, no rush. In all, the abandonment took 
about two hours.

During one stage of this 
voyage, the Indian started singing in a low monotone, and the author 
cocked an ear, hoping to get the words and rhythm of some old Sioux 
- cribd i.hint. The noise of the river drowned out most of the chant, 
but finally Longstrcet caught the words.
